Teun isd general hope that the outcome 
of the struggle which has taken place in 
these parts will be an improvement in trade 
- in the Far East—that is, of course, on the 
supposition that the Japanese are able to 
“maintain the position which they have won 
_atsuch cost. The atate of matters is some: 
"thing like the following. Here are China, 
Corea and Manchuria which all offer great 
opportunities for the development of foreign 
trade and intercourse. Ifthey come under 
tho authority .or influence of a Power which 
will throw them open te foreign commerce, 
great results way be looked for at no: dis- 


tant date. Russia has~etepped forward-a: 
‘endeavoured to persunde the world that she 
is clenrly-destined to fulfil this, and that 
should she obtain the gscendency oll foreign 
nations will be vastly benefited by the 
impetus which she will thus give to civiliza- 
tion and progress. While, however, -as- 
surances of this kind bave been freely 
given, all her acts show but too clearly that 
Russia would be as exclusive. as China 
herself, and that her policy would be direct- 
‘ed. against all cowpetition from other 
nations. That this would be the case. has 
‘beon very. generally known; but for the 
most part it hes beon looked upon with 
- complacency, as a. general hope has been 
entertained that should Russia obtain on 
ascendency ix the North, there would be an 
opening for others to do the like in other 
directions. Recent events, however, have 
made more apparent than was formerly the- 
case, the vasb. responsibility which 2 nation 
obtaining territorial jutisdiction in any part 
of China would incur; and the idea of 
doing so has ‘become very much modified. 
Under such circumstances the practical 
question is—What ie Japan likely to do in 
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this respect? The notion hus been indus- 
triously circulated that a victorious Jopzn 
is certain to be something like a wild 
animal let loose with no other idea than 
that of spreading conquest in all directions; 
and that the peace of the Far Enst-and all 
hope of fair development of trade will of 
necessity be endangered. In_ reality, how- 
ever, there is little foundation for such. 
fears, which have been suggested with 
obvious ultimate objects rather than 
founded upon any solid facts. Those who 
have long cherished hopes of conquest in 
China, and of ‘being able theraby to 


_ festablish - reatrictive and. exclusive trade 


now seo clearly that the existence in the 
Far Fast of s-atroug and determined nation 
like Japon must be a standing menace to 
their plans. The attitude which that 
country “aysumed with respect to Russia 
might well be taken up ct a future 
time against any other: Power who 
might threaten her independence or 
her legitimate spheres of commercial 
activity; and it is, therefore, thought 
to be good policy-to raise as much feeling 
as posi le against her, so that her power 
and influence after the war muy be ot least 
minimised, Such was no doubt the object 
of the ridiculous story thnt was some time 
back circulated with grim seriousness ia the 
Paris Matin as to the supposed lotter of a 
former Japanese Governor in Formosu 
written in 1902, in which he is represented 
as declaring that Japan intended to attack 
both Kussia and Franca, dealing with the 
former first and Cochin China. next. The 
shrewd editors: of tliat paper must bave 
ainiled and wondered how mach of this first 
class canard would be swulloted ‘by the 
most credulous of their readers. The state- 
ment has been absolutely denied officially, 
and it bears evidence in itsel£ of being com- 
pletely unfounded. We have seen enough 
of Japanese shrewdness in diplomacy to ho 
pretty sure that, if an enthasiastic Goveraor 
had any such idea for a moment, he would 
be very careful in giving it utterance and 
cartainly would not be so simple as to 
place it on recordin an official document 
which might at any given moment come to 
light. Even ifat one time such an idoa 
was entertained, there can be very little 
doubt that it is not what Japanese states- 
men hold at the present time. ~All that has 
come to light in this direction shows . that 
theic poliay is renlly. what they declared it 
to be before the outbreak of the war namely, 
todo all in their power to. preserve . the 
peace, towards which, in common with the 
moat enlightened European uations, they 
consider the preservation of the integrity of 
China an exzential. element; They ‘ sec 
clearly that a strong position ou their own 
part cannot be maintained by the adoption 
of any ‘dog in the manger’ policy, even if by 
instinct they were disposed tu that course. 
Their idea is to continue to co.oparate with 
foreign nations, not to oppose them; and, 
in furtherance of this. policy they have 
takon very opportunity of throwing open 
now ports to foreigners, recognising that this 
ia the best way to obtain their support. 
But it is argued that it will never do to 
allow an Eastern nation to have a dominant

“ONE SUMMER'S DAY.” 


TO THE EDITOR OF TRE “DAILY PRESS.” 


812,—I hope you will excuse mo for all the 


candour I hope to import into this letter. I 
read your critique, as well as those of the other 
Journals;, and confess I thought the eulogies 
must aj be tho sickoning adulation to which, 
‘deserved or undosorved, we are so rogularly 


, treated in the nowapapors of tha Enat, where 


amateur players are concerned, I hareseon the 
bieco in varions places in England, and know it 
fairly well; aad I suppose you bare already 
beou told toast you, as well as some of your cen- 
temporarics, appear to have got “mixed” over 
the. plot. I visited the Theatre on Saturday 
evening, zat the play out, and decided that none 
of the papes hed done justice to the oxtra- 
ordinary merit <f tho performance. Here sro 
some of my improstiuns, as a player and 
playgoer of some experience :-— 

First, you are quite rightin describing ‘One 
Summer's Day,” as more of a melodrama than a 
comedy, It helongs rightly to tho“ East 
Lynne” typo of piece: und was written by the 
author for his wife principally, whoso stage 
name wag, I think, Eva Moore, and whose forte 
Joy in playing such parts as that entrosted to 
Mrs. Grace. I thick drs. Graco on Satarday 
night wos better than any professional or 
amateny I have {ever seen out here, The 
gonnine feclingshe displayed, with her admirable 
restraint in ports where the average “pro” would 
rant, amazed me. Never once did she fail, in 


| any of her difficult svaucs, to show that perfect 


art which perfectly expresses nature while 
concesling srt. ‘The only adverse comment 
I can think of is with regard to hor 
make-up. I think whoever did her make-up 
might have outlined Ler eyes more boldly. Mr. 
Grace deserves similar encomiume, interpretiug 
his part throvgheut, either grave or gay, io a 
way that no player could improve upon. Both he 
and Mrs. Grace expressed emotion in many sub- 
tly artistic ways that I fear wore miseed by less 
attentive observers, Thoy must baro given to 
their “business” 8 much closer study than 
amateurs osually, think necessary, Mr, 
Andorson as the lover wat, if slightly conven- 
tional in some gestures (perbaps due toa re- 
gard for French's old fashioned instructions) 
alfogether admirable and convincing, Mr. 
Northcote as the giddy old artist haa a tnperb 
‘make-up, and wes a thoroughly convincing 
character. Mr. Huys as the uncle of Tom was 
not so well dressed in. the third not asin the 
two preceding, but bis rcene with the gypsry, 
aso men torn between, annoyance and affection, 
was really good. Mr. F. V. Davios an the. 
lovesick achoolboy! Isay that if Mr. Davios 
is o dsy older than seventeen years, (is ho?) 
his performance was nothing shert of genius, 
Ho was not acting; he was it, Mr. Chapmen 
had no chance; there is nething in Soth’s' port 
that demands more than ordinary ability. The 
Urchin (Mr, Tester) was a ‘‘stagey” 
character, quite: aatisfactory ; but “nothing re. 
warkable, Mies Blair had little to"do, but was 
quite natural, except thet I think.sha delayed 
hor exit {oo long sfter deciding to leave the 
moonlit garden to tho lovers. In real life, in 
suoh cironmetances, we usually stand not on tho 
order of our going. lies Wakefield's waso 
minor part (on the artiat’s somewhat hectoring 
wife) bot I never sawa similar part more de- 
lightfally filled by eny amateur. It is- no over. 
praise to say that she made the most of it. 
Miss Hazelond’s performance I may bracket 
with that of Mr. Tester, Now comes the part, 
nominally o “lead,” of Chiara, I notice thet 
the enthusiasm of the Press with regerd to 
Mrs., Webb's performance was somewhat 
diluted. I think I know why. Who undor- 
atands a. part like that ? Mrs, Webb took a 
character thut cannot be studied from the life. 
‘Tho real Romany wom-n isseldomseen, aud when 
seen is always aimystory. Ali we notice may be 
that sho is sometimes “black but comely,” the® 
she is avid for silver, and tho% while posing 2+ 
a voluble wise-woman for Incre’s sake, sbo yet 
mointoin’s aw air of aloofness, of mystery, al- 
moat of hostility, taat leaves us still wondering 
esto the real tuonghts and feelings within. 
Mrs. Webb was not made-up well, to ft -the 
reputation for beauty that the book repeatedly 
gives Chiara, bat when that is eni?, her per- 
formance was very, very clever indeed. There 
was much more in it than seems to hava mot 
your orilics' ryes, ia “ business,” mannerisms, 
and careful study of tha character which, after 
all, was a fiction of Mr. Esmond's brain. I 
think the author would have been quite eatinfied 


with-her interpretation. Tho mounting of tho 
piece wax away beyond praise. To conclude, 
you will note that while bowing in great admira- 
tion of the cast os a whole, I. accord chief 
honours to the Graces and to Mr. F. V. Davics 


{providing the latter is over seventeen, as I 
said.)

THE PORT OF ANTWHRE, |

The report on tho shipping and uavigution of 
the . Port of Antwerp for the year 1904, hy 
Consul-General Hortsl-t. has just been issued by 
the Foroign Office. The Consul-Gonoral states 
that notwithstanding tho fact that shipping has 
been gonorally in a deprensed state throughout on 
the whole world during the past vear (190-4), and 
that froights have been unremunerative, tho 
Port of Antwerp hes again made considerable 
progres, the numbers and tonnarze of the ships 


entering and clearing having both increased | 


during that period. The quays, which extend 
for the length of the whole town, are 
covered with iron sheds, and the railway 
rans olongside all of them. to facilitate 
tho transport of goods to and from the 
vossels to their ultimate destination. This ad- 
vantage is considerably enhanced by the low 
rates of freight-charged hy the Government 
for tho’ conveyance of goods by rail. and in 
addition to this, there is for thos te whom 
time is not xo particularly an object, the slower 
but cheapor alternative route of the cunals with 
which Belgium is interlaced, and which reach 
for into the interior of Europe.
